A circular recently issued from the office of the 
Adjutant General contains the following *‘ memor- 
andum for the Adjutaut General,” signed Thomas 
M. Vincent, A. A. G.: 

With reference to the so-called “* United States Armv Aid 
Aseociation,’’ and the investigations which led to the letter 
of February 27, 1892, from the Adjutant-General to its sec- 
retary, John B. Ketchum, the Major General Commanding 
desires that the Secretary of War be duly informed, and bis 
attention invited to an extract of a letter (copy herewith) 
dated January 13, 1894, which bas n received from a 
source entirely reliable. It issuegested by the Major Gan- 
eral thet copies of the Adjutant Geaeral’s letter and the ex- 
tract be furnished to each prominent contributor to the 


svecial requisition. giving reasons therefor in detail, should 
be made on Form No. 53 and forwarded through the proper 
channels to the Quartermaster General. 

1278. Officers of the recruiting service wili, prior to the 
beginning of each coerce. forward estimates for a three 

clothing and equipage to the superioten- 
dent of the recruiting service, who, after revision, will 
transmit them to the Quartermaster General. These esti- 
mates should be made in duplicate on Form No. 53, and be 
accompanied by a list of such clothing and equipage, if any, 
as may be on hand and not required for use at rendezvous 
or depots during the perind estimated for. 

1279. Clothing and equipage required by the Battalion of 
Engineers and detacbments of Ordnance will be estimated 
for at the dates and for the periods indicated in paragraph

will transmit them to the Quartermaster General. 

1280. After the clothing and equipage are received at a 
post, the post quartermaster will make issues on special re- 
quisition in such quantities and at such times as the troop, 
battery, company, or detachment commanders may require.

An enlisted soldier cannot have two employments at the 
gsametime. He may bo directed, detailed, or ordered by his 
superior officer to do some duty temporary in character, 
lasting but a fraction of a day, as, fur example, in this in- 
stance, crying an auction sale over a lot of condemned pro- 
perty, and not be entitled to extra pay therefor. 

I am strengthened in this view by the terms of the Army 
appropriation act of 1885 (23 Stat. at Large, p. 359), where it 
is provided that “enlisted men on extra duty, at constant 
labor, of not less than ten days, shall bereafter have extra- 
duty pay atthe rate of fifty cents per day for mechanics, 
artisans, scbool-teachers, and clerks at Army, division, 
and department headquarters, and thirty-five cento per day 
for other clerks, teamsters, laborers, and other enlisted men 
on extra duty.” 

Clearly implying that when at labor of the character 
stated of a duration of less than ten days, they shall not be 
entitled to such extra-duty pay. 

Thia is a question pertaining to military administration 
more properly than to fiscal administration. If the proper 
military authorities decide or have decided that it is a sol- 
dier’s duty to sell conde mned Government property at pub- 
lic auction when ordered to do 80, then the legislation re- 
ferred to will probibit him from receiving extra compensa- 
tion for such service, bis compensation as a soldier being 
intended to cover all the service which, as such soldier, be 
may be called unon to rerder.

I. By Girection of the Secretary of War, parr- 
graphs 1272 to 1280, and 1281 (General Orders, No 38, 
of 1890, Adjutant Generai’s Office), 1282 to 1286 of the 
Regulations are revoked, and the following nara- 
grapbe, to be known as paragraphs 1272 to 1286, in- 
clusive, are substituted in their place: 


1272. Estimates of clothing and equipage will, 
otherwise authorized, be made quarterly as follows: 

Oo Jauuary 1 for a supply to iast until June 30. 

On April 1 for a supply to last unti! September 30. 

On July 1 fora supply to last until December 3l. 

On Octoter 1 for a supply to last until March 31, 

Each troop, battery, company, or detachment commander 
will prepare these estimates on form No. 53, and forward 
one copy to the post commander, at the beginning of the 
period for which the estimute is made. The estimates wil! 
be based on the organic strength of the command, and will 
show the quantities and sizes of the articles required and 
the quantities and sizes of the articles on hand, 

1278. The commanding officer of the post, after careful 
revision of these estimatee, will cause the post quarter- 
master to consolidate them on Form No. 57, adding such ar- 
ticles as may be needed for post purposes for the same 
period. The quantity for each troop, battery, company, or 
detachment will be stated on a separate line, and from the 
total required the quantity actually on hand at the time of 
makiog the estimate will be deducted, as also such articles 
as bave been allowed on previous estimates but have not 
been received. The company or detachment estimates will 
be retained in the office of the post quartermaster for the 
information and guidance of those concerned, 

1274. The post quartermaster will forward, through the 
regular channel, two copies of the consolidated post esti- 
mates to thechief quartermaster of the department, accom- 
panied by a statement showing the articies of clothing 
(specifying sizes), equipage, aod materialson hand at the 
post in excess of the requirements of the service for the 
period covered by the estimate. 

The articles reported as surpius at any post will. when ad- 
vantageous, be made use of in filling estimates of other 
posts, notation of the articles so supplied being made on the 
estimate to which applied. 

If in the opinion of chief quartermasters the interests of 
the service will best be served by transferring such surplus 
or apy part thereof to some general depot, report will be 
made to the Quartermaster General. 

1275. After revision of the post estimatesat department 
heacquarters, the chief quartermaster will forward the 
same go as to reach the Quartermaster General's O‘lice not 
later than February 1, May 1, August 1, and November 1, 
resvectively. 

1276. It, at the time estimates are prepared, it be known 
that apy of the troops at a post are to change stations, their 
estimate will not be included in the post estimates, but will 
be forwarded separately. The new station to which the 
supplies are to be sent should be stated, If the supplies are 
not received as promptly as needed, attention will be called 
to their non-arrival. 

1277. Should the quantity of clothing and equipage sup- 
plied upon the periodical estimates prove inadequate, a

Quartermaster's Department require very littie, if any, al- 
teration, and estimates can and should be made for the 
exact requirements of the enlisted men, so far as known. 

1282. Snould any of thes zesof clothing specified in the 
foregoing paragraph prove inadequate, measurements to 
be stated upon prescribed blanks, which can b3 obtained 
upon application to the Quartermaster General, will be for- 
warded with the estimate for tie garments. A certificate 
that the enlisted men for whom such clothing is intended 
cannot be fitted with the size: of clothing as furnished by 
the Quartermsster’s Department should accompany each 
requisition, Additional cost of manufacture, as given in 
annual price list, to be charged in each case, 

Unomade uniform coats, blouses, and trousers will be 
supplied for issue in special cases to enlisted men at cost of 
materisls, They will be obtained from the Quartermaster’s 
Department in the same manner as otber articles of cloth- 
ing, and it is made the duty of commanding officers to see 
that this clothing, wheo made, conforms strictly to stand- 
ard patterns. Tne materials for oach coat, biou:e, or pair 
of trousers, with the buttons, thread, needles, and all neces - 
sary trimmiogs, will be rolled ina bundle, which will be 
securely fastened and marked with the size of the garment. 
Uomade uniform coats, blouses, and trousers of finer tex 
ture, for issue to non-commissioned officers, can be ob 
oe by requisition upon the Quartermaster’s Depurt- 
ment. 

1284. When unmade articles of clothing received by offi- 
cers at military posts are found to be incomplete, but other 
wise in good condition, they will nut be submitted to an ia- 
spector for condemoation, but will be turned over to the 
nearest manufacturing depot to be completed; ora requisi- 
tion for the missing parts will be made, 

1285. The clothing estimated for by each troop, battery, 
company. or detachment commander should as a rule be 
held subject to its wants; but, incase of need, it may be 
otherwise issued, and the post quartermaster wiil then cal 
for a sufficient quantity to replace it, if the state of his sup- 
plies so require. 

1286, Clothing subject to attack by moths will in no case 
be piled on shelves, but will be kept in the original packing 
boxes, or in closed receptacies provided for that purpose, 
which should be lined throughout with petroleum paper. 
Articles shouldjnot be allowed to become stained or soiled 
from exposure or bandling. It is made the duty of the post 
commander and inspecting officers to see that these ree 
quirementr are complied with. 

Il. By direction of the Acting Secretary of War, 
Paragraph 1712 of the Regulations is amenaed to 
read as follows: 

1712. Requisitions for ordnance and ordnance stores not 
on band witoin a department, must be approved by the im- 
mediate commanders. The personal approva! of the depart- 
ment commander, or of the chief ordnance officer of his de- 
partment, is necessary, but in the absence ot the depart- 
ment commander, the approval may be made ia his name 
by one of his staff officers.

Tbe Ordnance Department has received a report 
from the Robert Poole and Son Oo., of Baltimore, 
in reference to the progress of the firmin manu- 
facturing the 12-inch spring return mortar car- 
riages. The report shows that the firm has turned 
out up to the present time 19 carriages, all of which 
bave been delivered at the Proving Grounds. The 
contract calls for 36 and the remainder is expected 
to be finished withio a short time, the capacity of 
the company being one carriage in ten aays. 





A test of the first ten-inch armor-piercing projec- 
tiles furnished by the Wheeler-Sterling Company, 
was successfully concluded at the Naval Ordnance 
Proving Grounds on Feb. 17. Twoshots were fired 
against one of the Monadnock’s eleven and a half- 
inch curved nickel steel plates previously attacked 
by two eight-inch projectiles. Both shots were fired 
with a striking velocity of 1,400 f.s. anda strikin 
energy of 6,802 feet tons. The first shell penetrat 
the plate and fiveinches of backing, rebounding 
about 8 feet entire and uncracked and yery little 
set-up, with a maximum increase of ten inches from 
base. The plate was cracked from top to bottom 
through impact. The second shot penetrated the 
plate and about 14 inches of the backing, rebound- 
ing entire and symmetrical and uncracked, and 
very little set-up, with slight marks of rifling on 
bourrellet. In spinning around after rebounding, 
the extreme point was broken off by striking the 
railroad track. 





The Ordnance and Fortification’ Board concluded 
its regular monthly session at the War Department 
on Saturday last. The meeting was not especially 
an important one, the principal items of interest 
considered being the question of gun carriages. 
Among the allotments made were the following: 
$1,485 for the purchase of a six-pound Seabury R, F. 
gun to be tested in connection with guns of asimilar 
character at an early day; $450 for the construction 
of a range finder and the installation of a Zalinski 
range and position finder; $240 for ammunition for 
test of six-pounder Hotchkiss rapid-fire gun; $385 
in addition to sum previously allotted for the con- 
struction of a Gordon-Spring return mortar car- 
riage; $1050 for the erection at Sandy Hook of a 
tower sixty feet in height with an electric search 
light for coast defence purposes. 





ACTIVE prepsrations are in progress at the Sandy 
Hook Proving Grounds for the competitive test of 
rapid-fire guns. No definite date has yet been fized 
for the trials, but it is said at the Ordnance Depart- 
ment that the work of building the platform and 
mounting the guns should be completed within a 
fortnight, and that the trials will undoubtedly take 
place during the present month. The programme 
for the test bas already been outlined in the Jour- 
NAL. Thesix-pounders which will be used in the 
competition are the Hotchkiss, Driggs-Schroeder, 
Maxim-Nordenfeldt, Seabury and Sponsel. The 
Skoda gun, which was manufactured by an Aus- 
trian firm, and which has been on exhibition at 
Chicago, will also be tested, but not in competition 
witb the other six-pounders. Tne competition of 
the 4.7 calibre guns will not take place, it is under- 
stood, until tbe summer. As yet only three firms 
have signified an intention of entering the compe- 
tition. Their guns are the Armstrong, the Carnegie 
and the Hotchkiss.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE trial trip of the new U.S.battleship Indiana, 
which has been.postponed, will, it is now expected, 
take place about March 6. 

WorK at the Mare Island Yard is brisker now 
than at any time for several years, and it is the in- 
tention of Secretary Herbert to bave as much of the 
repair work of the two Pacific fleets done at this 
yard as practicable. 

THe torpedo boat Cushing is being thoroughly 
overhauled at the Washington Yard, and will be 
= in fine shape for the summer campaign at the 

orpedo School, Newport. The condition of her 
machinery was found better than had been antici- 
pated, but required a great deal of “tinkering.” 

TuE Senate Committee on Appropriations has re- 
ported the Deficiency Bill, which has already passed 
the House, permitting the Secretary of the Navy to 
use $50,000 of the funds appropriated for the iu- 
crease of the Navy, forthe alterations to be made 
in the gunboats Castine and Machias. 


LeTTers from the Adams at Honolulu are to the 
effect thas the situation has improved in every re- 
spect since the action of Congress has become 
known, and the official tension has become almost 
a thing of the past. The necessity for going ashore 
in uniform has passed away, so the situation is far 
pleasanter than some months ago. 


A BELL bad been shipped from Baltimore to be 
turned over to the naval authorities as the gift of 
the Ist Inf., District of Columbia Militia, Washing- 
ton Light Infantry Corps of Washington, D. C., to 
the U.8S.8S. Columbia. The bellis said to weigh 550 
pounds, and was cast especially for the purpose. 

Preparations for placing the Columbia in commis- 
siou are making good progress, and it is not uao- 
likely that this fine craft will hoist the pennant of 
Capt. Sumner in the course of a month or six 
weeks. Nothing can be ascertained as to her desii- 
nation, but it is.safeto say that the home station 
will retain her for the first half year of her commis- 
rion. 

From the Navy Yard, N. Y., this week it is learned 
that nearly all the armo-plates of the Maine are in 
position. The Marblehead is expected to be ready 
for commission on March 14, and an official trial of 
the engines of the Cincinnati are scheduled to take 
place early in April.

GENERAL SICKLES CASE DECIDED. 


Tue Secretary of War, on Feb. 24, received from 
Second Comptroller Mansur a decision in the case 
of Gen. Sickles, which, while setting forth strong 
constitutional argument against the qualifications 
of a retired Army officer to enter Congress, fin 
that Gen. Sickles can not be divested of bis reti 
pay, amounting to $5,625 annually, and that he con- 
tinues to hold bie military office. However,in this 
conclusion upbolding the Constitution, the Comp- 
trolier shows himeelf to be clearly of the opinion 
that Gen. Sickles was ineligible to an election as a 
member of Congress and was not qualified to take 
the oath of offive. As the dec sion of Congress in 
such a matter is supreme and final the Comptroller 
is powerless to go behind it. As the certificates is- 
sued to General Sickles entitled him to draw his sal- 
ary without interference from any officer of the 
Government, the Second Comptroller declares he is 
absolutely precluded from any consideration of 
Gen. Sickles’ right to bis pay as a member of Con- 
gress, The proposition submitted by the Paymas- 
ter General as to whether or not a retired Arwy 
officer is to be denied his salary when elected to 
Congress is therefore decided in the negative. 

“In conclusion, [sum up the status of a retired 
Army officer to be as follows, to wit: He may hold 
any civil office under the Government, save and ex- 
cept those of a Senator or member of the House of 
Representatives, which by the Constitution are in- 
hibited to him or to any officer, civil or mili- 
tary, under the United States ; that he can draw his 
pay as a retired officer and also draw the salary or 
compensation of any civil officer or employment he 
may hold under the Government, assuming always 
that the duties of the vivil office are performed un 
der and by virtue of a commission appointing him 
to that office, which he hold holds in addition to his 
1aok as a retired officer.”

Tue statement that Major-General O. O. How 
ard, U. 8. Army, commanding the Department of 
the East, will take a leave of absence about June 1 
next and remain on leave until the day of his re- 
tirement for age, November 8, 1894, is, to the best 
of our information, incorrect. It is true he had, 
some time ago, an intention to take a short leave 
prior to date of retirement to arrange certain priv- 
ate affairs, but that intention has, we learn, been 
abandoned, and General Howard, unless in the 
meantime he changes his plans, will remain on 
duty in his present command until required, by 
operation of law, to pass from the active to the re 
tired list of the Army. Major General Miles has 
made formal application to be transferred to the 
East upon the retirement of General Howard. As 
he will then be senior major-general there is no 
doubt that his application will be approved. Upon 
the retirement of General Howard it is possibie that 
there will be a general redistribution of commands 
and it is not unlikely that the much talked of De 
partment of the South may be established. 
At least some of the southern representatives in 
Congress claim to have promises from both 
Secretary Lamont and General Schofield that they 
will then take under serious consideration the 
proposition to establish a Department of the South 
with headquarters at Atlanta, Ga. A change in 
the geographical limits of the existing Departments 
will be necessary to bring this about, and either 
the Department of the East or the Department of 
Texas will have to be abandoned. How all this 
will be done is a matter for future consideration.

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NEW ARMS FOR ARMY AND NAVY. 


THE War Department now has one thousand of 
the new Krag-Jorgenson rifles at its disposal and 
another thousand will be ready at an early day. 
It is the expectation of the Department that for 
the first month or two the manufactory will only 
turn out an average of two thousand guns per 
month, but as the workmen become familiar with 
their work they will be able to turn out at least 
four thousand during alike period. At this rate 
all the regiments will be supplied by the end of the 
present year. According te the present programme, 
the Infantry regiments will be the first to be 
equipped withthe new rifle, the cavalry next and 
finally the artillery. The first instalment of the 
new arm expected to reach the Department will 
comprise, it is expected, about two thousand pieces. 
This number will be sufficient to equip four regi- 
ments, as there are not quite five hundred men in 
a regiment at the present time. There has been some 
question as to the changes to be made in the new 
arms for the use of the cavalry. The only change 
will be in the stock, which will be made as con- 
venient for the horsemen as possible. No other 
portion of the gun will be touched. Genera 
Schofield has had several conferences with Genera 
Flagler concerning the regiments to be selected for 
the first issue of the new rifle and finally decided 
to compliment Colonel John C. Bates and Colonel 
Robert H. Hall, who were members of the board 
selecting the magazine small arm, by choosingjtheir 
regiments, the Second and Fourth Infantry. Gen- 
eral Schofield and his subordinates are enthusiastic 
over the new rifle and will be glad when the part 
of equipping the Army with it is completed. 

In view of the fact that only a portion of the 
Army will be supplied with the new arm at the 
time the target practice is in progress, there has 
been some discussion as to how a comparison of the 
records of the several regiments will be made. It 
is the intention of the Department to have the 
target practice as usual during the summer. The 
records of the regiments which will be supplied 
with the new arms will be considered apart from 
those shooting with the old Winchester, and will 
be compared separately. The relative merits of the 
two arms will therefore be found. The work of 
filling the cartridges with the smokeless powder is 
progressing satisfactorily according to the late 
reports to the War Department, and there will be 
plenty of ammunition on band for the new rifles by 
the time the latter have been completed and turned 
over to the War Department. 

Not only will the Army soon be supplied with 
new rifles, but they will have new cartridges belts 
also. The War Department has entered into a con- 
tract with Thomas Orndorff, of Worcester, Mass., 
to supply twenty thousand belts each to hold one 
hundred cartridges loaded with the ammunition 
manufactured for the new Krag-Jorgensen Rifle. 
The Department has for some time past been con- 
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that they would match the uniform, and bas 
decided to bave the new belts dyed a fast blue 
arny standard. The mud colored belts, which 
pave been among the accoutrements of the Army, 
have been an eye sore and their relegation with the 
old Spring fields is another step in Army progression. 

The Navy, like'the Army, is just at present 
greatly interested in a new arm with which it is to 
be equipped. The inventors of this and other 
countries will soon be called upon to submit their 
jdeas on guns to the Navy Department, and it is 
expected that from the number of designs that will 
undoubtedly be presented, an arm will be selected 
tbat will at least equal that soon to be supplied to 
the Army. It was with a view to getting a fine 
piece that the plan of calling upon inventors was 
decided upon, Secretary Herbert has great faith 
in it and its results will be watched with much 
iaterest by both Army and Navy officials. It is 
said that if the Navy arm turns out to be better 
than the Army rifis now being manufactured, Sec- 
retary Lamont will direct the discontinuance of the 
further manufacture of the new rifle ani adopt the 
Navy’s design. The inventors will not be required 
to furnish the barrel of the arm. This will be 
supplied by the Department. Already tests of 
barrels wade of simple steel and nickel-steel are in 
progress at several of ‘the proving grounds, and a 
board consisting of Commander George A. Con- 
verse, Captain George O. Reid, of the Marine 
Corps, Professor Phillip R. Alger ?and ° Ensign 
Albert C. Dieffenbach has been engaged in an ex- 
amination of the results of the tests. 

Three of the barrels will be taken to the Indian 
Head Proving Grounds within a few days and 
tested there. When the board has” finished its 
work in this direction it will make a report to the 
Department, and if its selection meets with the 
Secretary’s approval it will be adopted. A circular 
will then be issued asking inventors to submit 
designs immediately. The same board will consider 
the inventions ‘submitted tothe’ Department. All 
will be given a fair test and it is expected “that at 
theend of six months when the final meeting of the 
hoard occurs, a design ‘will be selected which will 
meet with wide-spread approval among Naval 
officials. The mavufacture of the new design will 
then commence, and as there are ‘only about six 
thousand pieces necessary for the equipment of 
both the Navy and Marine Corps, it is fully ex 
rected that the entire naval force of the U rited 
States will be supplied by January ist next. 


Tue President has before him the cases of severa] 
field officers who have applied for retirement uuder 
he thirty years’ service law.

course of medical treatment may restore him to 
vigor and usefulness. 








THERE will be no more football contests between 
the Military and Naval Academies. This is the ul- 
timatum of the fecretaries of the War and Navy. 
They countenance, however, the game, and will 
allow the cadets to play it. Here is the death blow 
to the contests between the Academies. It is signed 
by Secretary Lamont : ‘‘Ordered—The game of foot- 
ball will be permitted at the United States Military 
Academy, under such regulations as may now, or 
hereafter, be prescribed by the Superintendent. He 
may permit teams to visit West Point and to play 
there with the Academy’s team; but the team of 
cadets is prohibited from engaging in matches else- 
where.” Secretary Herbert has issued a similar 
order. 





THERE seems to be little doubt among officers of 
the Army here that the experiment of enlisting 


Indians for soldiers has proven a failure, aud the 
way the companies in various regiments have 
dwindled would seem to bear out this conclusion. 
But vine of the seventeen regiments of infantry to 
which Indian companies were attached now have any 
Indians, and few of these are said to have their 
full quota. Of the eight cavalry regiments where 
Indians were assigned six are left with companies 
of the red men. It is belivved that in a few months 
more companies in both cavalry and infantry will 
be skeletonized by the purchasing of discharges by 
the Indians and the expiration of their enlistments. 
Numerous applications have recently been received 
from enlisted Indians who want to purchase their 
discharges. They offer all sorts of excuses for leav - 
ing the Army, and it is said no hindrance will here- 
after be placed in their way. At the present rate 
it is believed that most of the companies will have 
digappeared within two years, or even less time. 








In the published accounts of the testimony of 
Commander Heyerman before the Navy Oourt 
ordered to inquire into the wreck of the Kearsar ge, 
we are told that he spoke at length ot the obedience 
and good discipline of his men, even after they 
had arrived in the harbor of Colon, where they 
might well be excused for yielding to temptation. 
As he dwelt upon this phase of their love and 
respect for himself the tears welled up in his eyes 
and his voice became husky and broken. This 
was an indication of feeling that does honor alike 
to Commander Heyerman and the men under his 
command, It is this personal sentiment of duty, 
of honor and devotion, that makes a great navy 
possible. Our jackies may grumble and criticise 
when the winds blow fair, but in foul weather, 
and when the spirit of comradeship and self- 
sacrifice is awakened by adverse fates, they may 
be depended upon to do their whole duty without 
murmuring or complaint. It is almost worth the 
loss of a ship to have such an illustration of the 
qualities of true manhood as has been given in 
the case of the Kearsarge.

As the circumstances may be 
forgotten, we give prominence to the answer that 
the brevet of 21 lieutenant, to date from June 12, 
1865, was conferred on Private Frederick Stowe, Ist 
Cennecticut Heavy Artillery, “‘ for meritorious ser- 
vices." 


CAPTAIN Marcos W. Lroy, Ordnance Moepart- 
ment, has tendered his resignation. It 1s now be- 
fore the Secretary of War. Capt. Lyon was recent- 
ly frelieved from duty at Builders’ iron Works, 
Providence, R. L., in consequence of certaia irregu- 
larities discovered by Inspector-General’s Depart- 
ment in his accounts. A court-martial was thresat- 
ened, and the resignation has been tendered asa 
result. 








In a truculent article the London Globe says: 
“Admiral Benbam is doubtless at liberty to bully 
the insurgents as much ashe pleases. But that is 
quite a different thing from offering a most inja- 
rious insult to the British Navy. Unless the stery 
of his putting the Nasmyth under the protection of 
the American flag is untrue, it should be the duty 
of the British Government to demand an imme- 
diate apology from the Government of the United 
States for the extraordinary conduct of its officer.” 
We would suggest that this demand be accompan- 
ied or preceded by an apology from the British 
Government for its occasional acts of courtesy under 
trying circumstances to American merchantmen 
and that it be coupled with a demand for an apol- 
ogy for Commo. Tatnall’s interference in 1857 in 
the Britieh attack on the Chinese at Pei-ho. 


Ir is stated that General Ruger bas interfered in 
the contention between Colonel Graham and Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Young, and that in accordance with 
General Ruger’s order, Colonel Young, who has 
been a prisoner at his quarters for over two weeks, 
bas been given his freedom. A despatch from San 
Francisco says that “Col. Young was placed in ar- 
rest Feb. 10, immediately after it became noised 
about the Post that he had prepared charges 
against Uol. Graham of tyrannical and unoffiicer- 
like conduct toward his subordinates. Col. Graham, 
ip, turn accused Lieut.-Col. Young of conspiring 
against the disvipline of the Post. and put him in 
arrest. All the officers at the Presidio and at Army 
Headquarters are loth to talk, but it seems to be 
understood that Gen. Ruger’s action is practically a 
decision that Lieut-Col. Young's arrest by Col. Gra- 
bam was without warrant. Friends “of Lieut.-Col. 
Young declare that the matter now will go before 
the Secretary of War, as Lieut.-Col. Young will in- 
sist on a vindication and push the charges against 
his superior officer, Col. Graham.” Certainly the 
matter should not be left as itis. The harmony of 
the Service ought not to be disturbed by such con- 
tests, and it is well that the right and wrong of the 
dispute should be determined. 











Harper's Weekly: for March 3 devotes a page to a 
discussion of the question of the promotion in the 
line of the Navy by Commander French E. Ohad- 
wick, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment. He intro~- 
duces the subject with a statement of the high quali- 
fications required for the Navy officer, and says that 
“for thoroughness, zea), adaptability to the multi- 
faricus and complicated duties of their many-sided 
profession, our officers may be pitted without fear 
against the world.” He shows the necessity for 
training officers to command while they are still 
young, as 1s done in foreign services, and states 
that our system provides for partial selection 
through the annual reports on the fitness of officers 
and the requirement of examination for promotion, 
but unwise orders and professional tender-hearted- 
ness have weakened the force of these require. 
ments. Finally, the stagnation in promotion, due 
to the overburdening of our Navy list during the 
war, is pointed out a return to something like 
our former ratio in the several grades is recom- 
mended, and the creation in some way of at least 
sixteen vacancies above the grade of lieutenant~ 
commander. Such a system would give an average 
of service in the several grades as follows: as rear 
admiral, 4}¢ years; captain, 54¢ years; commander, 
7% years; lieutenant-commander, 4 years; lieu- 
tenant, 12}{ years: lieutenant (junior grade), 2 





years; ensign, 3 years. 
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THERE is at Jast a fair prospect that Army officers 
who bave been recommended for brevet commis- 
sions for distinguished service in Indian campaignr 
will receive the coveted honor. Gen. Schofield ou 
Wednesday last approved the list containing the 
names of one bundred and forty-five who bave been 
slated for these commissions and recommended to 
the Secretary of War that their nominations be 
sent to the Senate. The list which he bas approved 
contemplates giving brevets based on the rank the 
officers held at the time the gallant service was ren- 
dered. It was bis opinion originally that the bre- 
vets should be based on existing rank, and it was 
the difference of opinion on this point that has so 
long delayed action in thie matter. Several of the 
officers included in the list are recommended for 
two brevets. The papers are now with the Secre- 
tary of War. It is understood that he favors a rec- 
ommendation to the President of the nominations as 
suggested by Gen. Schofield, but is stillina quand- 
ary as t6 what shali be done in the cases of the offi- 
cers who have died since they were recommended 
by their commanding officers for brevets. Delib- 
erations on this point may occasion some further 
delay, but it seems to be practicaliy settled now 
that the officers entitled to this distinction will 
shortly get it, and that the brevets they will receive 
will be one grade bigher than tbat which they held 
at the time the service was rendered. 








GENERAL SCHOFIELD bas not entirely abandoned 
the idea of securing the transfer of several infantry 
regiments during the coming spring. The trans. 
portation fund, to be sure, is rather low, butifit is 
at all possible he would like to make several 
changes. What these will be he has not fully de- 
termined. He still has the matter under advise- 
ment and is waiting a few weeks to see what funds, 
if any, can be spared before making a decision. It 
is reported that there are three regiments whicb he 
particularly wishes to give a change of base during 
the present year. Theee are the 14th, at Vancouver 
Barracks; the 15th, at Fort Sheridan, and the 17th, 
at Fort D. A. Russell. According to the rumor cur- 
rent at the Department he is thinking of sending 
the 14th to Fort D. A, Russell, relieving the 17th, 
which will go to Fort Sheridan, and the 15th, upon 
being relieved, proceeding to Vancouyer Barracka- 
If there should not be funds available for this pur- 
pose, it is said to be not unlikely that the -15th and 
17th only willexchange. The whole matter, how- 
ever, is contingent upon the state of the transporta- 
tion fund as we have already said. 





KEARSARGE COURT OF INQUIRY. 


Tae Court Court of Inquiry in the Kearsarge case 
met at tbe Brooklyn Navy-yard, Mooday, Feb. 26. 
Comdr. Heyerman and Lieut. Lyman were asked if 
they desired to appear voluntarily before the court, 
to which both replied in theaffirmative. They also 
said they would conduct their case without the assis- 
tance of counsel, and declared they had no wish to 
chahienge any members of the court. 

The officers and crew of the Kearsurge were as- 
sembled on the spar deck of tne Vermont. The 
members of the Court of Inquiry, in tull uniform, 
took up a position in the centre of the deck, 
and the orders convening the court and the 
narrative of Comdr. Heyerman were then 
solemnly read aloud by Judge Advocate Kelley. 

Admiral] Gherardi administered the oath to the 
officers and to the men, to whom he explained the 
nature of the responsibility they assumed in taking 
it. At the conclusion he said: 

“Gentlemen and men, have you anything to ob- 
ject to in the narrative just read to the Court ?” 

ahere was no movement in the close ranks of the 
men, and not a word [ell from the lips of any 
officer. Admiral Gherardi continued: 

“Now | want to repeat to you again that this is 
not a question of spite. It is nota question of dis- 
like or whether you feel that you havea dislike 
against some individual, but it is a question of duty 
—simple, plain, straightforward duty. Therefore, 
any of you that havea complaint to make will now 
step forward and make that complaint to the Judge 
Advocate andit will be taken down in writing. 
And remember that subsequently you will be re- 
quired to swear to it.” 

Several of the sailors shook their heads at this 
last appeal, and after waiting a reasonable time 
Adwiral Gherardi declared the ceremony at an 


end. 

Tbe court adjourned until Tuesday when Admiral 
Stanton and Commander Heyerman were examined. 
Their accounts of the shipwreck did not differ sub- 
stantially from the accounts already published. 
Admiral Stanton said that he went ashore firet as 
Commander Heyerman said he wanted to be last. 
The rough log book was produced and identified by 
Commander Heyerman. The smooth order was on 
the Captain's desk and was lost, together with the 
night order book. The instruments were allin good 
condition with the exception of the telescope of the 
night sextant. The course steered should have 
taken them five miles north of.

On Wednesday Lievtenvant Charles H. Lyman, 
who was nsvigating the Kearsarge when she struck, 
testified that he had reason to believe that Ron- 
cardor shoal was from three to five miles west of 
where it was laid down on the chart, judging by an 
ob-ervation taken by the star Sirius about twenty 
minutes before the vessel struck. The latitude is 
correct but the longitudeis wrong. This conclusion 
was confirmed by observations taken by himeelf 
ard others after landing. The chronometers were 
probally not exact as they were jolted in removing 
them from the sbip. 

Lieut. Lyman said he was satified that they had a 
complete reversal of currents between 4 o’clock 
and ten minutes to 7, when the ship struck. He at- 
tributed the wreck partly to the improper charting, 
partly to the currents setting in an opposite direc- 
tion to what was expected, and partly to not sight- 
ing the reef before dark. 

“You've testified,” said Admiral Gherardi 
sharply, “that you sbaped your course from Na- 
vaesa to pass to the southward and eastward of the 
reef. Howfar did you expect to pass it on that 
course ? 

a We expected to clear the reef by from 15 to 20 
miles. 

* You've testified that you had acurrent of from 
16to 17 milesaday. Was it never suggested by you 
to Comdr. Heyerman that the course should be 
changed more to the southward?” 

Admiral Gherardi ssid he could not understand 
why they bad run for 48 hours to pass to the south 
of the reef when the currents indicated that it was 
mpossible to pass tothe south of the reef. Lieut. 
Lyman said that up to 43 miles from the reef he had 
every confidence of being able to go to the south of 
the reef. After that he tola Comdr. Heyerman that 
it was possible te go either to the north or south. 
By Capt. Miller—*When it became dark why did 
you not baul off to the northward ?” 

“* Because from our reckoning three-quarters of a 
point would be sufficient to clear any possible 
danger.” 

In response to a question by Comdr. Heyerman as 
to whether ke bad not directed that the course 
should be changed at half-past 6 o’clock on the fatal 
night to west, and on Lyman’s recommendation to 
west one-balf south Lieut. Lyman said that he be- 
lieved west one-half soyth would be sufficient. 

On Thursday Lieuts. (J.G.) Hood and Brainard, 
who were examined, contradicted each other. 
Questions were suggested by Comdr. Heyerman 
tending to show that the foresail had been hauled 
in by his order, so that there was an unobstructed 
view abead. Lieut. Hood testified that it was 
hauled at 4.30 Pp. Mm. and not again set. Lieut. Brain- 
ard, who relieved Lieut. Hood shortly after six, said 
that it had not then been hauled. Naval Cadet 
Ball, who was on duty as officer of the forecastle, 
corroborated Lieut. Biainard. Cadet McCormick, 
who was statioued aloft with orders to look for a 
small island, saw no land. He bad a pair of binocu- 
lars with bim, but they were defective. Cadets 
Stitt and Thompson gave unimportant testimony. 








FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


The joint sub-committee of the two Naval Com- 

mittees of Congress, appointed to consider all mat- 
ters relating tothe personnel of the Navy, began 
active work on Thursday. Secretary Herbert ap- 
peared before them and gave them the benefit of 
his views as far as the reorganization of the line of 
the Navy is concerned. He will discuss the re- 
organization of the staff corps at future sessions of 
the joint committee. The members of the commit- 
tee ure all pledged to secrecy for the present as to 
the details of the Secretary’s plan, for the reason 
that if it should be published there would be a 
deluge of protests and criticisms from officers who 
would not likeit. It is proposed at future sessions 
to give hearings to such officers as may have plans 
to suggest. Commo. Ramsay and Capts. Phythian 
and Sampson have been notified to appear before 
the committee at its next meeting, which will be 
held on Saturday. 
in a general way, the Secretary’s plan proposes to 
accelerate promotions so as to relieve the present 
congested condition of the line, and allow officers to 
reach command rank earlier in life than is pessible 
under the present system. Promotions to com- 
mand and flag rank are to be by a system of selec- 
tion, and it is understood there is to be a provision 
for the voluntary retirement of officers after thirty 
years’ service; the officers retiring under this pro- 
vision being given the rank and pay of the next 
higher grade. . 
The Secretary, in his argument before the Com- 
mittee, dwelt upon the necessity of doing some- 
thing to give the line officers of the Navy command 
rank at earlier ages than at present. He also dis- 
cussed the expense of the proposed plan, showing 
that it would after a time result in an actual saving 
of money to the government, for tne reason that in 
a sbort time there would be very rapid retirements 
at the head of the list and the retired list would be 
fled up with Admirals and Commodores at much 
greater expense than if the same number of officers 
should be retired with lower rank. Members of the 
Committee talk hopefully of accomplishing some- 
thiug definite during the present session. They say 
the Secretary’s plan met with general approval in 
the committee and they believe it will be approved 
by tue Navy. 

The two service appropriation bills are still inthe 
hands of the commuitees. The Navy bill may be 
reported to the House at almost any time, but the 
Army bill isfar behind. The Military Committee 
is still searching for places in which reductions can 
be made, and it is probabie some of the staff corps 
may not escape the pruving knife altogether. There 
is a strong probability that the Medical Corps will 
be reduced in numbers somewhat by a provision 
that there shall be no more appointments to the 
corps until the number of officers has been reduced 
to a certaio figure. What tnat figure will be bas 
not yet been decided. I: is alao probable that there 
will be a provision for the reduction of the rank of 
Chief Signal Officer of the Army from Brigadier- 
General to Colonel, the change to take effect upon 
the retirement of the present chief signal officer. 

Cnairman Cummings, of the Committee on Naval 
Affaire introduced a bill on Thursday providing for 
the re-organization of the Marine Band, It pro- 





vides for a Director of Music with the relative rank, 


pay, and allowances of a lat lieutenant of marines; 
for one assistant musical director to receive $75 per 
month, and to havethe rank and allowances of a 
sergeant msjor of marines; for one band sergeant 
to receive $70 per month and have the rank and al. 
lowances of a non-commissioned staff officer of ma- 
rines; for two band corporals to receive $65 per 
month and bave the rank and allowances of cor- 
porals of marines, and sixty-five musicians of whom 
thirty are to receive #60 per month and the allow- 
ances of privates of marines, and thirty-five are to 
receive $50 per month and have the same allow- 
ances. The bill also rrovides for an annual appro- 
priation of $1,800 for-equipments for the band. 

Tbe Hou-e Committee on Naval Affairs at its 
meeting on Tuesday took up for consideration the 
bill introduced by Mr. Blair. of New Hampshire, 
proposing to appropriate $30,000 for the purpose of 
saying as much as possible from the wreck of the 
Kearsarge. A letter from the Secretary of the Navy 
was read, in which Secretary Herbert recommended 
speedy action by Congress. Tne Secretary trans- 
mitted Admiral Stanton’s report as to the condition 
of the ship, and informed the Committee that he 
bat bad an offer from a responsible wrecking com- 
pany to undertake the rescue of the vessel fora 
guarantee of $10,000 and $35,000 additional in case of 
success. The Committee amended the bill so as to 
make the total appropriation $45,000, with a proviso 
that not more than $10,000 was to be used unless the 
attempt was successful. (aterin the day, Mr. Geis- 
senbainer reported the bili to the House and asked 
immediate consideration. Mr. Bland, of Missouri, 
objected to the consideration of that bill or any 
other until] his coinage bill bad been disposed of, 
and in spiteof appeals from Chairman Cummings 
and other members of the Committee, he refused to 
give way, and the bill was put on the calendar. 

Representative Cummings called the bill up in 
the House sgain immediately after the passage of 
tbe B'and bill on Thursday, and it was passed with- 
out objection. It will be acted upon promptly by 
the Senate, and the Secretary of the Navy can enter 
into a contract at once for the rescue of the bat- 
tery of the vessel and such other property as it may 
|e possible to save. 

fhe House Committee on Invalid Pensions has 
submitted a favorable report on the bill granting a 
pension to Frances Corse, widow of Gen. John M. 
Corse, at the rate of $100 per month. 

Mr. McEttrick (Dem., Mass.) introduced in the 
House a bill to incorporate the ‘‘Kearsarge Associa- 
tion of Naval Veterans,’’ the purpose of which is to 
maintain the institutions of American freedom and 
to collect and preserve relics, manuscripts and tra- 
ditions relating to the history of the country. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs on Fri- 
day ordered a favorable report on the bill for the 
relief of those graduates of the Naval Academy 
who were at sea on duty at the time of the pasvage 
the act of August 5, 1882, but were afterwards Ccia- 
charged under tharact. The bill 1s reported with 
a substitute which permits these men to be ap- 
pointed assistant pay masters in the Navy.
